•  East  Mississippi  Community  College  was  established  in  1927  following 
its  beginning  in  1912  as  Kemper  County  Agricultural  High  School. 
There  have  been  many  noteworthy  people  who  have  graduated  from  or 
taught  for  EMCC.  However,  the  legend  of  Coach  "Bull"  Sullivan  still 
lives  today.  Sports  Illustrated  once  called  him  "the  toughest  coach  there 
ever  was." 

•  The  stadium  entrance  to  the  football  field  was  completed  in  October 
1996  and  recently  dedicated  in  memory  of  Coach  Bob  "Bull"  Sullivan 
and  James  C.  Windham  during  the  Homecoming  festivities.  This  build- 
ing was  built  from  alumni  contributions. 

•  The  new  administration  building  was  completed  in  February  1996  and 
dedicated  in  honor  of  our  president,  Dr.  Thomas  L.  Davis,  Jr. 

•  There  have  been  numerous  renovations  throughout  EMCC's  years.  The 
most  recent  renovations  were  the  music  building,  cafeteria,  dorms, 
parking  lots,  and  others.  Two  new  dorms  are  on  the  horizon  for  the  men 
and  women. 

•  Students,  faculty,  staff,  administration  and  alumni  —  nothing  can  be 
accomplished  worthwhile  without  a  vision.

The  Columbus  Air  Force  Base  extension  of  East 
Mississippi  Community  College  was  established 
in  1972. 

The  CAFB  extension  has  operated  on  a  tri- 
semester  basis  since  inception  to  the  present. 

The  CAFB  extension  has  grown  from  offering  10 
classes  to  over  60  classes  each  semester. 

37%  of  the  students  enrollment  is  made  up  of  mil- 
itary personnel. 

10%  of  the  Scooba  campus  graduation  class  con- 
sist of  CAFB  extension  students. 

Fall  1996  enrollment  at  the  CAFB  extension  has 
increased  by  45.1%  since  Fall  1995. 

The  CAFB  extension  is  one  of  the  many  locations 
offering  the  GED  program  to  the  community.

GOLDEN  TRIANGLE  CAMPUS 


•  In  1971,  EMCC  became  the  first  aviation 
training  facility  in  the  state.  Since  then,  hun- 
dreds have  been  trained  through  this  pro- 
gram. It  is  located  at  the  Golden  Triangle 
Regional  Airport. 

•  The  Golden  Triangle  Campus  became  the 
first  Riverboat  Dechhand  Training  Program 
in  the  United  States  that  provided  living 
facilities  and  hands-on-training  for  the  stu- 
dents. 

•  In  1979,  EMCC  became  the  first  community 
college  in  the  state  to  conduct  a  major  indus- 
try training  project  which  was  with  Weyer- 
haeuser. The  total  project  cost  was  in  excess 
of  $700  million. 

•  Charm  Mclnguale,  an  aviation  maintenance 
student  from  Starkville,  became  the  first 
woman  in  Mississippi  to  be  licensed  by  the 
FAA  as  an  aircraft  mechanic  with  an  air- 
frame and  powerplant  rating. 

•  In  July  1994,  The  GT  Campus  was  linked 
with  other  community  colleges,  Mississippi 
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State  University,  and  the  University  Medical 
Center  through  a  television  interactive  net- 
work called  the  CCN  (Community  College 
Network). 

•  In  the  summer  of  1994,  the  Skill  Tech  One 
Stop  Center  was  built  in  conjunction  with 
the  Work  Force  Act.  Today,  thousands  are 
trained  at  EMCC  through  the  many  services 
offered  through  this  facility. 

•  In  November  1984,  the  Golden  Triangle 
Campus  became  the  host  of  the  first  annual 
Water  Christmas  Parade  in  Mississippi 
which  was  held  on  the  Tennessee  Tombigbee 
Waterway.  "Christmas  on  the  Tennessee 
Tombigbeeee"  has  become  an  annual  event 
enjoyed  by  many  who  come  from  miles 
away. 

•  EMCC  continues  to  strive  for  being  a  leader 
in  the  state  in  making  things  happen.  Each 
year  hundreds  of  students  graduate  from 
this  institution  with  a  world  of  opportunity 
awaiting  them.  It  is  up  to  the  students  to 
seize  the  moment  and  "Make  It  Happen".

The  library's  work  is  never-ending.  Thanks  to  the  EMCC  Board 
Members'  commitment  to  library  improvement,  many  great 
things  are  happening  for  students  on  both  the  Golden  Triangle 
Campus  and  the  Scooba  Campus.  This  year  more  funds  were 
available  to  purchase  what  the  students  needed  for  their  education  and  learn- 
ing enjoyment.  The  library  has  made  great  strides  in  many  areas:  acquiring 
Infotrac,  videos,  almost  1,000  new  books,  and  several  more  books  awaiting 
processing  and  cataloging  for  circulation.  The  EMCC  staff  contributed  to  col- 
lection evaluation,  some  spending  many  hours  in  the  stacks  pulling  out  old 
and  out-dated  books  . . .  over  660  of  them  ...  to  be  discarded.  Faculty  also 
compiled  lists  of  materials  to  order.  They  poured  over  various  book  compa- 
ny catalogs,  reading  descriptions  and  reviews  and  made  decisions  about  what 
to  purchase.  They  have  been  asked  to  continue  recommending  purchases 
throughout  the  entire  year,  and  many  faculty  continue  to  do  so. 

Both  libraries  have  also  begun  offering  tutoring  services  in  various  subjects. 
The  Golden  Triangle  library  now  employs  a  full-time  clerk,  and  three  work- 
study  students.  The  library  of  old  is  gone.  An  electronic  security  system  is  in 
place,  and  automation  is  coming.  No  day  is  like  another;  each  day  is  different 
in  the  library.

The  Drafting  and  Design  Technology  curriculum 
prepares  students  for  employment  in  technical 
graphical  representation.  The  classroom  training 
provides  a  sound  foundation  in  the  basis  of  drafting 
practice  and  is  closely  related  to  actual  industry  stan- 
dards. The  subjects  taught  include:  Architectural  draft- 
ing, machine  drafting,  surveying,  mapping  and  topog- 
raphy, and  computer-aided  drafting.  To  meet  industrial 
demands,  computer-aided  drafting  is  an  integral  part  of 
the  program.  The  students  also  receive  a  strong  aca- 
demic background  to  help  them  in  learning  to  use 
recently  added  CAD.  The  CAD  is  a  computer  assisted 
drafting;  they  use  the  computer  instead  of  the  drawing 
board.  This  program  is  very  closely  related  to  the  actual 
industry  standards.

The  Computer  Programming  Technology  depart- 
ment offers  two  programs:  a  nine-month  curricu- 
lum that  leads  to  a  Vocational  Certificate  in  Com- 
puter Operations,  and  a  two-year  curriculum  which 
leads  to  an  Associate  of  Applied  Science  degree  in  Com- 
puter Programming  Technology. 

The  Computer  Operations  program  is  a  one-year  cur- 
riculum that  gives  the  students  training  in  basic  techni- 
cal microcomputer  and  minicomputer  skills.  The  pro- 
gram offers  the  opportunity  of  entry  level  positions  in 
computer  operations,  database  management,  or  elec- 
tronic spreadsheet  management.  The  curriculum  satis- 
fies the  requirements  for  the  first  year  of  the  two  year 
program  and  leads  to  a  Vocational  Certificate. 

Completion  of  the  two-year  curriculum  leads  to  an 
Associate  of  Applied  Science  degree  in  computer  Pro- 
gramming Technology.  This  program  offers  the  oppor- 
tunity of  entry  level  positions  in  computer  operations, 
database  management,  and  electronic  spreadsheet  man- 
agement.

The  Practical  Nursing  program  is  a  course  of  study 
designed  to  prepare  qualified  men  and  women  to  become 
practical  nurses.  Upon  successful  completion  of  the  pro- 
gram, the  graduate  is  eligible  to  take  the  National  Council  Licen- 
sure Examination  for  Practical  Nurses. 

The  student  will  gain  classroom  and  laboratory  instructions 
in  such  areas  as  vocational  adjustments,  basic  nursing  skills, 
nutrition,  anatomy,  human  growth  and  development,  pharma- 
cology, maternal /child  nursing,  emotional  and  mental  illness, 
and  medical-surgical  nursing.  This  program  is  a  twelve-month 
program  which  begins  each  year  in  August.

The  time  period  for  mourning  varies,  but  many  people  wonder  if  they  will  ever  really  get  over  it.  No  one  can  tell  y 
when  to  stop  grieving  because  the  time  varies  from  one  to  two  years,  normally  two  years.  You  will  never  get  over  t 
pain  because  you  really  cared  about  them.  They  have  all  touched  our  lives  and  their  memories  will  live  on  forever.
